The Committee 
will solicit and collect funds in <de 
and outside of Greenbelt to as¬ 
sist the defendants in meeting legal 
and other expenses incurred in con¬ 
nection with the suit.

Greenbelt passed a resolution at 
its last meeting endorsing the for¬ 
mation of this Committee and urg¬ 
ing that the community give the 
fund-raising activity its full sup¬ 
port. 

Third Annual Art Festival 
To Be Held On Labor Day 

An important part of the Labor 
Day celebration will be Greenbelt’s 
Third Annual Art Festival. The 
three-day art show and competition 
is expected to draw several hundred 
entries from the Washington area. 

One'* innovation will be the in¬ 
clusion of two categories for young 
people: youngsters under 12, and 
from 13 to 17. The professional and 
amateur adult categories will each 
have two divisions, one for paint¬ 
ings (oils and opaque media) and 
the other for water colors, pastels, 
drawings, etc. Substantial cash 
prizes are offered in the adult 
categories, with savings bonds for 
the younger winners. In addition to 
the professionally judged cash 
awards, merchandise certificates 
will be given to the most popular 
entries, based on a tabulation of 
the votes cast by the visiting pub¬ 
lic. 

Frank Gettlein the art critic of 
the Washington Evening Star, will 
be the judge for the Art Festival. 

Entries will be accepted on Fri¬ 
day evening, Sept. 2, and Saturday 
morning, Sept. 3, at the Greenbelt 
Youth Center, where the show will 
be held. Entry forms may be ob¬ 
tained at the time of entry, or 
ahead of time at Twin Pines or 
from Art Guild members. Forms 
are available now. 

St. Hugh’s Vandalized 

In the early hours of July 30, 
rocks thrown by vandals did dam¬ 
age estimated at $300 to St. Hugh’s 
school. The parish has offered a 
reward of $100 for information lea¬ 
ding to an arrest. 

Rocks and large chunks of bro¬ 
ken asphalt from a city road be¬ 
tween the school and a small build¬ 
ing used by the Lions Club were 
thrown by the vandals breaking 
approximately 40 windows. Window 
shades were torn, an interior ceil¬ 
ing light damaged, and desks and 
floors were littered with broken 
glass. 

According to school authorities, 
the city council has been asked 
several times to repair the asphalt 
road. It is felt that the broken 
paving is an invitation to potential 
vandals. 

How much it will cost to repair 
the damage will not be known until 
the school’s insurance company 
makes an examination of the pre¬ 
mises. 

This is the second time the school 
has been vandalized in the past 
month. 


GREENBELT, MARYLAND 

Lastner and Pristoop 
Withdraw Candidacies 

The two Greenbelt citizens in this 
year’s race for Prince Georges 
County Commissioners have both 
withdrawn their candidacies, it was 
anounced in separate stories in The 
Washington Post last week. The 
withdrawal of incumbent Frank J. 
Lastner, who has served as a coun¬ 
ty commissioner for 12 years, came 
as surprise to many Greenbelters. 
Active in city and county politics 
for a quarter of a century, he 
seemed a permanent fixture in the 
political landscape. The other can¬ 
didate, challenger Simon M. Pri¬ 
stoop, was runing as an indepen¬ 
dent with the endorsement of the 
Democratic Forum. 

Lastner’s failure to get a hoped- 
for endorsement by the Sickles 
slate, and his own rejection of of¬ 
fers from smaller slates, left him 
facing the prospect of running an 
independent campaign. According 
to the Post’s report, “the tremen¬ 
dous difficulty’’ of such an under¬ 
taking prompted his withdrawal 
and he asserted that he is “not re¬ 
tiring from politics.” He does, 
however, plan to “sit on the side¬ 
lines for at least a couple of years.” 

Before Lastner’s election to the 
Board of County Commissioners in 
1954, he served three terms as 
mayor of Greenbelt and was a 
councilman here for 12 years. He 
also held board positions with GCS 
and GHI for many years. In 1963 
and 1964 he was full-time chairman 
of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Pristoop 

Pristoop has been active in poli¬ 
tics in the area for several years. 
He was chairman of the Prince 
Georges Citizens Planning Commis¬ 
sion and was a member of the 
Home Rule Charter Committee. 
Citing the cost of running a cam¬ 
paign and the apathy of voters to¬ 
ward the primary election, he de¬ 
cided to withdraw, he said, when he 
realized that his own candidacy 
might draw votes away from the 
Democratic Steering Committee 
candidates. 

Pristoop announced his with¬ 
drawal at a joint meeting last week 
of the Greenbelt and Springhill 
Lake Democratic Clubs. 

Acquisition of Parkland 
Approved by Fed. Agency 

The third agency involved in for¬ 
warding the citys' acquisition of 
parkland under the federal open 
spaces program has now given its 
approval to the proposal to acquire 
the lakeside tract to extend the 
present Lake Park. This is the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments. Approval had al¬ 
ready been received from the Na¬ 
tional Capital Regional Planning 
Council and from the MNCPPC. 

The next step in the park acqui¬ 
sition program is the agreement of 
the Urban Renewal Administration 
of the Dept, of Housing and Urban 
Development to grant the requested 
sum of $167,575 to finance the pur¬ 
chase. 

In the meantime, the city is going 
ahead with its condemnation suits 
of the lake property. According to 
last reports, one party to the suit 
has not yet received notification be¬ 
cause he has been away on vaca¬ 
tion. 


Prohibition on Stray Dogs 

Greenbelt residents are remin¬ 
ded that the city has an ordin¬ 
ance prohibiting stray animals 
from running at large. A dog 
warden regularly patrols the 
city, looking for stray animals.

GHI-Cily Compromise on Greenhilli Rd 
Assessment to Keep Greenhill Green

A satisfactory compromise appears to have been reacned be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) and the city with respect to 
the Greenhill-Hillside road assessment. At Thursday nights’ reg¬ 
ular board meeting of GHI, it was reported that the city would 
lower the original 100% assessment by half if GHI would agree to 
keep the south side of the road as green space. 

In another committee report a prelminary study of the park¬ 
ing situation in GHI courts was presented. The board also discussed 
the playground problem, pointed up by two members’ petitions and 
took corrective steps in three separate cases of member non-com¬ 
pliance with regulations. _ 


A motion by director James 
Smith was passed, to propose to 
the city that GHI would maintain 
the space on the south side of 
Greenhill road as open and green 
for a period of 15 years, in con¬ 
sideration of the city’s abating one- 
half the cost of the road, which 
would otherwise be charged to 
GHI. If during this period GHI de¬ 
cided it must develop the area, it 
would reimburse the city for the 
cost of this tax abatement. The 
suggestion for this compromise 
arose out of a recent meeting of the 
joint GHI-city council coordinating 
committee on July 20. 

Parking Proposals 

For the Parking committee, Jim 

Watering Ban Reduced 
Fire Hazard Remains 

The ban in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty on unessential water consump¬ 
tion - such has lawn irrigation and 
car washing - was partially lifted 
Monday, August 2. The Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commission 
now allows unlimited use of water 
between 6 a.m. and noon every day, 
a period when other loads on the 
water supply are relatively light. 

While the watering ban has 
been alleviated, the drought con¬ 
tinues as before, and with it the 
associated fire hazard . Early in the 
afternoon on Sunday, July 31, a 
brush fire started - probably due 
to neglige nce - near a trail that 
cuts through parcel 11, the tract 
intended for acquisition as a city 
park. The Greenbelt Fire Depart¬ 
ment rushed to the scene and, drag¬ 
ging hoses through the woods, put 
out the fire . A strip of under¬ 
brush about 80 feet long had been 
burned, but fortunately no large 
trees caught fire. 

A somewhat larger brush fire on 
Thursday, July 26, burned an area 
measuring about 300 by 250 feet 
behind the 44 court on Ridge Rd. 
Later in the evening the firemen 
were recalled to the scene by a 
report that the fire had rekindled.

Mayor Smith Picks 
Campaign Manager 

Greenbelt’s Mayor Edgar L. 
Smith, candidate for the Maryland 
Senate from District 1 in Prince 
Georges County, has named Ronald 
M. Dick, former Assistant to the 
City Manager, as his Greenbelt 
Campaign Manager for the coming 
election. 

Dick, who has lived in Greenbelt 
since 1964, is on the professional 
staff of the National Association of 
Counties. 

Voter Registration Day 

A special voter registration day 
has been set for Tuesday August 9, 
at North End School (6th precinct), 
Center School (3rd precinct), and 
Springhill Lake Community House 
(.-tli precinct) from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Regular registration hours are 
8:30 a.m. - 4 p.m. every weekday 
in the Election Office, County Court 
House, Upper Marlboro. Registra¬ 
tion books will be closed Aug. 15 
before the Sept. 9 primary. Books 
will be reopened after the primary, 
allowing for registration before the 
Nov. elections. 

Every citizen of the United 
States, 21 years of age or older and 
without a serious criminal record 
is permitted to vote, providing he 
has been a resident of Maryland for 
one year and of the county for six 
months preceding the election. A 
citizen’s registration may be re¬ 
moved if he fails to vote within five 
years, but re-registration is al¬ 
lowed. 


Smith as chairman reported on a 
survey of GHI areas which he, 
director Norman Weyel and Man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears had made on 
the weekend. He suggested: (a) 
parking maintenance should be 
considered as one of the general 
maintenance items; (b) additional 
parking spaces need to be con¬ 
structed, wherever there is avail¬ 
able land, and where they will not 
detract from the appearance of the 
community; (c) a regulation should 
be drawn up to prohibit parking 
except in marked spaces, and only 
allowing operable vehicles to be 
parked; and (d) if a majority of 
the members in a court sign a peti¬ 
tion to the board, assignment of 
parking spaces should be consider¬ 
ed. Along with this, there would 
be a rental fee per member, which 
would go into a special fund to ad¬ 
minister the program. 

Board members received copies 
of these recommendations, and the 
matter will be placed on the agenda 
for the next meeting. 

Playgrounds 

The joint GHI-city meeting of 
July 20 also considered how to di¬ 
vide responsibility for the present 
eight playgrounds. Director Shin- 
derman noted that a broader issue 
of policy was now involved - name¬ 
ly, should GHI deal only with these 
eight areas, or with all proposed 
new playground areas? Two peti¬ 
tions on the playground situation 
were presented. The first signed by 
residents of three courts on Ridge 
Rd. and on Hillside Rd., asked the 
corporation to clear and resod their 
areas; the second, more forcefully 
phrased, requested that GHI take 
responsibility for maintenance of 
any playgrounds not serviced bv 
the city. Both of these matters 
were referred to the Land com¬ 
mittee. 

In separate actions, the manager 
was directed to terminate garage 
leases in two cases in which the 
usage did not comply with corpora¬ 
tion requirements. A member who 
removed some hedge plants in 
order to drive his car into a com¬ 
mon space and wash it will be 
billed for the cost of replacing the 
hedges. In still another case, a 
member who is persisting in keep¬ 
ing his trailer in his yard, will be 
again warned of the risk of term¬ 
ination of his contract, with one 
week to comply. 

Director Nat Shinderman report¬ 
ed for the ad hoc committee on 
larger homes about a meeting held 
last week with the staff, architect 
and member familits. Detailed 
plans were studied. One difficulty 
has arisen he noted, with the re¬ 
quest of one family for a modifica¬ 
tion; the request may have to be 
turned down because of increased 
cost. Bids may be sent out by the 
next regular meeting to start con¬ 
struction. 

Shinderman noted that the ex¬ 
perience gained with this smaller 
undertaking led him to propose 
that the current committee be aug¬ 
mented by about four qualified, ob¬ 
jective members of the community, 
to serve as a substitute for the 
potential homeowners in the plan¬ 
ning of the 25 townhouses. His 
motion to this effect was passed.

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City Notes 

A Circuit Court hearing on the 
city's suit against developer Charles 
Bresler for allegedly violating the 
covenants on the Charlestowne 

Village tract has been scheduled 

for 10 a.m. on Monday, August 8, 
in Upper Marlboro. To be heard 
will be two demurrers - one on an 
injunction, another on specific per¬ 
formance on a gift of park land. 
This will not be a trial on the 

merits of the case. Although no 
public comment is permissible at 
such a meeting, interested citizens 
may attend the hearing.

Surveyors have been at work this 
week setting marker posts to esta¬ 
blish the boundaries of the Center 
School property. The best guess 
is that this signals the start of 

activity on the construction of the 

new Greenbelt library. 

* * * 

Six new mercury vapor lamps are 
now in working order at the inter¬ 
section of Kenilworth and Green¬ 
belt Rd. Installed by the State 
Roads Commission, they were re¬ 
quested by the city of Greenbelt 
through the assistance of county 
commissioner Frank Lastner. 

* * * 

The Public Works Dept, has 
hired a new employee, Richard 
Street, a teacher in the public 
schools, who will work this summer 
as supervisor of the special supple¬ 
mentary crew of high school stu¬ 
dents. This week they have been 
engaged in paving with asphalt 
those areas in the tot lots and 
playgrounds which receive the most 
wear, such as beneath the ends of 
slides and under swings. So far 
they have worked in A block at 
the top of Ridge and Crescent, at 
the playground near Westway, and 
at the one behind the apartment 
buildings on Crescent. 

* * * 

The streets in Boxwood Village 
are now within sight of comple¬ 
tion. The final portion of Hedge- 
wood Drive and all of Julian Ct. 
have received their base pavement. 
Lastner Lane has also been paved 
up to but not including the inter¬ 
section with Ridge. Delay on this 
final section awaits completion of 
curbing, sidewalks, and gutters. Pa¬ 
ving of all these streets is being 
done by the developer of the last 
group of houses in the subdivision. 

In the meantime, the city’s part 
of the job—the paving of Ridge 
extended to Lastner Lane—has 
been finished except for the shoul¬ 
ders. The extension of Ridge is 
being paved to the width of two 
lanes, about 24 feet wide. Follow¬ 
ing a policy established by the 
county, the city does not charge ad¬ 
jacent property owners for this 
paving. However, future develo¬ 
pers of lots along this road must 
carry the expense of widening the 
pavement by an additional eight 
feet and of putting in curbing, 
sidewalks, and gutters. In the case 
of the house at the corner of Last¬ 
ner Lane and Ridge, this is al¬ 
ready being done by the developer. 
The city has been informed that 
the owner of 10 lots along the 
length of Ridge has agreed to this 
arrangement as well. 

The city’s contract with Reliable 
Construction Co., which is paving 
Ridge extended ,calls for sodding 
along the sides of the road. This 
work has been postponed, city ma¬ 
nager James Giese says, until there 
is a break in the weather. Original 
plans called for the city to water 
the new sod, but the WSSC ban 
on the use of outside water during 
the current drouth made postpone¬ 
ment advisable. 

The connection between Green- 
hill and Hillside is now open to 
traffic,although it has not yet re¬ 
ceived its final coat of pavement. 
This may be delayed until the ne¬ 
cessary sewer connections for the 
projected GHI house on Hillside 
have been excavated. 

* * * 

“An impressive array of talent” 
was the way Giese described the 
participants in a conference of city 
managers, called last week by Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey.
